He did n ot pu r sue the analogy 
to the. point of declaring his purpose 
if the chauffeur ran his car backwards 
and forwards on the sidewalk or If

"I hope ns earnestly ss the president 
does," said Mr. Bryan, "that there may 
bo no injury done to American cltisens 
lor American ships. My statement was 
j lamed to cover the possible oontln- 
| gency of an Injury being done, not¬ 
withstanding Germany's promise to try 
to avoid injury. 

"If Injury Is done It will be too lute 
to reach the public and the excitement 
may prevent deliberation. 

With Faintness. 

"I believe that a large majority of 
tho American people would prefer to 
postpone final settlement o| any dls- 
jMIt until the war Is over, rather than 
K> Into this war. If a referendum 
could be sectired I. think that an over¬ 
whelming majority would Insist upon 
postponing final settlement. If neces- 
aarv to uYokl war. until the European 
belligerents are able to act with the 
calmness with which we should set. 

“It is to bring the matter before 
them In advance and give them s 
chance to think about tt calmly that I 
have presented the subject ss 1 bars. 

T recognize that one person can ac¬ 
complish little, but it Is the duty of 
each one to do what he can, and this 
seemed to me the m«st available line 
of action. The people who want war 
are act Ire, and It behooves throe who 
are opiroed to war to manifest their 
Interest In preserving peace, even 
though any belligerent on either side 
acts contrary to our rights.

The breaking off of diplomatic rela¬ 
tions between the United Btutes and 
Germany complicates the situation ho 
fare as regards sending relief to the 
people of Belgium who are In need of 
the assistance of the world since tire 
ravishing of their land by the Hun 
Invader. 

Because of this the necessity ‘ Is all 
Lite greater for aid for the people of 
the brave little kingdom, and the pub¬ 
lic sympathy with them sfiould con¬ 
tinue to be shown In an Increasing 
practical form rather than suffer any 
diminution. Those In charge of the 
Belgian Relief Fund here and at all 
ether centres will be pleased to receive 
all contributions to this end. and these 
will ho forytarded through the national 
secretary for relief in Belgium at 
London. 

Hon. H, C. Brewster I* today In- re¬ 
ceipt of a copy of a message sent t«> 
various parts of the empire by the 
Duke of Nv>rfolk. chairman of the fund, 
enclosing the following statement au¬ 
thorised by the secretary of state for 
the colonies: 

*Tt Is obviously Impossible to guar¬ 
antee that no relief or advantage la de¬ 
rived by the enemy from the ossjat- 
ance given to those.who suffer under 
their Iron heel, but on the other hand 
It m Impossible to exaggerate the ad¬ 
vantages which must accrue to the 
cause of the allies by the work which 
is now being done for the relief of the 
unrortunate people who are beading so 
courageously a bitter persecution of 
the Germans. 

"There can be ifo doubt that this 
good work will bear fruit, not only to¬ 
day but in the future when we come 
to a re-settlement of -b o u nd aries,and 
relation* between the different coun¬ 
tries. j 

*'It Is also Impossible to cmggerate 
the value of the knowledge that a por¬ 
tion of the funds comes from the free 
subscriptions of people In distant parts 
of the British empire. If the money 
came only from the coffers of the state 
there would not be the *ume sentiment 
of gratitude and affection which Is 
ninety crested by the knowledge that 
rlttxcn* of the British empire In its 
mr>*t distant part* are freely giving 
for the relief of^ufferlng Belgium to¬ 
day.” 

It Is the earnest desire of Premier 
Brewster and the members of bis gov¬ 
ernment that the people of this portion 
of the empire shall not relax their In¬ 
terest in their courageous allies- men, 
women and' children—in Belgium.

WOMEN TAKING STEPS 
TO FORM ORGANIZATION 


The Nanaimo city council at last 
night’s meeting adopted a resolution 
asking that the Municipal Clauses Act 
be amended so as to enable city muni¬ 
cipalities to levy a poll tax for school 
purposes on such persons who are 
eligible but do not already contribute to 
the school revenue. ^ 

In introducing the resolution Aid. 
Coburn stated his principal object in 
doing so was owing to the fai t that 
there were a large number of Orientals^ 
in the district who did not contribute 
to the support of the schools yet had 
the privilege of sending their children 
to thc e schools, und he deemed only 
right they should be compelled to po)’ 
something toward the cost of school 
maintenance. ~—'— ; — 

The resolution, which waa seconded 
by Aid. Ferguson and adopted by the 
council, read os follows: 

"Whereas, the cost of maintaining 
the public schools of the cily Is In¬ 
creasing in proportion owing to the 
augmenting numbers of pupils attend- ; 
Ing from year to year. 

’’And w h erenx. there are a large 
number of citisena who have the priv 
liege of sending their children to the 
public schools free of charge who, un 
der_tl>e present Municipal Clause* Act 
ore not ^contributing anything to the 
support of public education. 

“And whereas, we deem It advisable 
and Just that schools should be self 
supporting without drawing on ths 
general revenue of the city, and that 
the municipality should bo empowered 
to Increase the school revenue further 
if they so desire. 

“Be It therefore resolved, that a hum 
bio petition be presented to the minis 
Ur of education and- ths bon. attorney 
general requesting them amend the 
Municipal Clauses Act. in such a man 
ner as to enable city municipalities to 
levy a poll tax. for school purposes on 
such persons who are eligible but do 
not already contribute to the school 
revenue. - * 

“Thai a copy of this resolution be 
forwarded to the other city municipal! 
ties throughout the province, asking 
their endorsatlon of the same. 

’•That a copy be forwarded to our 
meml»er, the Hon Win. Sloan, one to 
the Inspector of municipalities, and one 
to the executive of the Municipal !*n 
lan of British Columbia, asking them 
to use I heir best influence In securing 
the enactment of this amendment.”
